Medical Technician 
New Ambulance Regulations 
Geared To Upgrade Service 


Several 
new 
regulations 
restrictin g 
operations 
and 
upgrading equipment in am ­ 
bulances now used in the state 
were adopted yesterday by the 
Emergency Medical Services 
Com m ission, 
according 
to 
Byron C. Wells, writing for the 
Indianapolis Star. 
The new rules range from 
requiring 
that 
m edical 
technicians be present in am ­ 
bulances when they leave on an 
emergency run to determining 
the color of the vehicle itself. 
A m bulances 
are 
to 
be 
basically all white, with some 
orange. An emblem called a 
“star of life” is to be on all sides 
and the rear and the front if 
possible. Officials said, it's a 
Federal government mandate. 
The emblem appears to be a 
six-point star — with a snake 
wrapped around a stick. It’s a 
variation of the caduceos 
medical emblem. 
State officials were unable to 
explain how such a requirement 
would increase the services 
provided, by ambulances. 
Philip K. Martin, executive 
director of the commission, said 
the first draft of the regulations 
was revised because of legal 
problems. 
The amended version adopted 
yesterday was rew ritten to 
conform to the intent of the 1974 
law which established the 
commission. 
M artin 
noted 
that 
the 
regulations 
are 
"quite 
high 
stan d ard s” 
for 
am bulance 
operators, but somewhat, lower 
than Federal restrictions. 
He said the regulations should 
not cause 
“ too 
much 
in­ 
convenience” for the operators 
since they would have to comply 
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with the Federal regulations 
sooner or later. 
M artin 
added 
that 
the 
regulations would affect only 
about 10 to 15 per cent of the 
estimated 750 ambulances now 
operating throughout the state. 
The main focal point of the of 
the 
regulations 
include 
requiring a minimun of 81 hours 
of 
training 
for 
m edical 
technicians and insisting that a 
medical technician be aboard 
the ambulance on emergency 
**uns, 
Martin said that currently 
some 
rural 
com m unity 
dispatchers send an ambulance 
to a scene, then call a medical 
technician to meet it there. 
Raymond W. Rizzo, an ad­ 
m inistrative 
assistant 
to 
Governor Otis R Bowen, said 
the role of the commission is to 
“assist the local communities” 
in upgrading their ambulance 
services. 
"The promulgation of these 
regulations some three years 
before they are to be enforced 
will give the local communities 
a chance 
to 
upgrade their 
services and should not result in 
a lessening of serviees,” Rizzo 
said.

Chamber Is Catalyst For Opposing Rail Abandonment 


“ I don’t think any of us be­ 
lieve that, in the long run. Penn 
Central will be required to 
maintain rail service to the 
shippers in this county.” These 
are the words of one of the af­ 
fected shippers on the 17 mile 
stretch of track Penn Central 
has been trying to abandon in 
Rush County. 
“But our Chamber of Com­ 
merce has done a great job of 
buying time. Time to look for 
other ways to retain rail ser­ 
vice. The Chamber has also 
performed a valuable service in 
organizing opposition to the 
proposed abandonm ent, con­ 
tacting our elected officials, and 
letting the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, the US Railway 
Association, and Penn Central 
know that we’re not going to sit 


idly by and watch those tracks 
be ripped out.” 
As early as July, 1972, the 
Rush 
County 
Cham ber 
ol 
Commerce was leading the way 
in opposing the abandonment of 
the Penn Central line from Rays 
Crossing to Rushville on the 
grounds that the loss of rail 
service would be detrimental to 
the shippers who use the line. 
According to Chuck Vogel, 
Chamber President, “After a 
certain point we knew that it 
would be very difficult, if not 
im possible, to prevent the 
ultimate abandonment of that 
track, but we felt that we had to 
continue the fight. We felt this 
way for several reasons. First, 
we have an obligation to protect, 
the interests of our members 
and the county business com­ 


munity. .Second, there still are 
several alternatives available to 
allow some sort of rail service to 
our shippers, even if Penn 
Central ultimately is allowed to 
abandon. Third, by raising such 
a strong objection, we felt that 
our 
situation 
would 
receive 
more attention than if we did 
nothing 
And lastly, as was 
noted earlier, wre tell that we 
could buy time to work out 
something with another carrier 
or among the local shippers.” 
Chamber officials point to 
several positive steps already 
taken to oppose the proposed 
abandonment. In January of 
last year for example. Rushville 
was the site for an Interstate 
Commerce Commission hearing 
on the proposed abandonment. 
A special hearing judge from 


Washington wa.s on hand to hear 
the objections from the ship­ 
pers, the community, and from 
Congressman Dennis’s office. 
Chamber officials believe that 
this wra.s the only such hearing 
conducted in the state. 
Extensive press coverage also 
focused attention on the local 
situation with camera crews on 
hand to cover the hearing from 
Channel 13 and Channel 4 
Up to this point numerous 
meetings and conferences have 
been held to point up the plight 
of the local shippers, As John 
Hunter, manager of the local 
Schnadig Corporation facility, 
says, “The Chamber has done a 
great 
service

providing organization to our 
efforts.

Wins One, Loses Another 


INDIANAPOLIS <UPI) — The Indiana Court of 
Appeals reversed a conviction of a Bloomington man for 
sale of heroin but upheld his convictions for possession of 
narcotics drugs and possession of a device used in 
smoking a dangerous drug. The split verdict came in the 
case of Robert Locklayer, who had been convicted on all 
three charges in Monroe Superior Court 2. The evidence 
was that Bloomington police with the aid of a heroin ad­ 
dict, had sought to locate suppliers of the drug in the 
community. The addict came to Locklayers’s home and 
made a purchase but Locklayer required him to inject the 
drug before he left the apartment so it could not be used as 
evidence. The state court concluded that the state had 
failed to establish the identity of the heroin. 


Commission Suit Dismissed 


INDIANAPOLIS <UPI) — Chief Judge William E. 
Steckler of the Southern Indiana federal district court 
Wednesday dismissed a suit filed against the Indiana 
Alcoholic Beverage Commission by a state excise 
policeman. Jerome Perry had filed a suit against the ABC 
alleging violation of his civil rights following a three-day 
suspension without pay imposed against him in 1971. 
Perry, a black, alleged racial discrimination in the 
suspension and in lack of advancement. However, 
Steckler held that the suit against the state agency is 
blocked in a federal court because a state law specifies 
that “suits against the Indiana Alcoholic Beverage 
Commission shall be brought in the Circuit or Superior 
Court of Marion County.” 


Chrysler Lays Off 150 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - Chrysler Corp. said 
Wednesday it would lay off 150 workers at its electrical 
plant here, effective Monday. Chrysler on Tuesday an­ 
nounced a 200-person layoff at its New Castle plant 
because of production cutbacks. The car-maker earlier 
laid off another 200 at its Indianapolis electrical plant, and 
will have about 3,200 still on the job after Monday. The 
firm will still have 3,100 working at New Castle, 1,300 at its 
Indianapolis foundry where no layoffs have occurred, and 
5,500 at its Kokomo plant where 400 were furloughed 
previously. 


Upholds Life Term Conviction 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — The Indiana. Supreme 
Court upheld a life term assessed against a Lake County 
man and also upheld the authority of the Lake County 
Criminal Court commissioner to sit as a judge pro tem­ 
pore. The decisions came in the case of Thomas Williams 
who was convicted on charges of kidnaping and rape of a 
19-year-old girl. The girl was taken at gunpoint from her 
garage as she drove home in a heavy snowstorm and was 
sexually assaulted by two men who drove her in her own 
car to an isolated area. 


Brazil Times To Build Plant 


BRAZIL, Ind. (UPI) — The Brazil Times announced 
Wednesday it will construct a new building in downtown 
Brazil, with occupancy slated for next spring. The daily 
newspaper also will convert to the offset printing process 
and change its appearance, going from an eight-column 
format to six-column pages. Ground will be broken within 
two weeks for the ultra-modern, one-story newspaper 
building which will have approximately 6,800 square feet 
of floor space. 


Hearing On Atomic Plant 


VALPARAISO, Ind. (UPI) — The controversy over a 
proposed nuclear generating station on the shores of Lake 
Michigan resumed 'here today at an Atomic Energy 
Commission hearing. The AEC already has granted a 
construction permit to Northern Indiana Public Service 
Company 
for 
its 
Bailly 
nuclear 
plant, 
but 
en­ 
vironmentalist groups have gone to court and successfully 
blocked, at least temporarily, construction of 'the facility. 
Today’s hearing dealt with a modification of NIPSCO’s 
plans The hearing originally had been slated to begin 
Wednesday, but was delayed one day by federal officials. 


13 Counties Await Relief Action 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Thirteen Indiana counties 
now have their requests for weather-related disaster 
assistance wanting for action by Agriculture Secretary 
Earl Butz. James T. Smith, Governor Bowen’s ad­ 
ministrative assistant in charge of the program said 
Wednesday that Putnam, Whitley and Steuben Counties 
have sent in their requests, during the past week and they 
have been processed and forwarded to Butz. At the time of 
his last report, 10 counties had made their requests for the 
disaster declaration, so the three additional counties 
brings the total so far to 13 out of the 62 counties that 
originally had been found to .have substantial flood, 
drought and frost damage. 


1-64 Scheduled For ’76 Completion 


SULPHUR, Ind. (UPI) — Gov. Otis Bowen said 
Wednesday Interstate 64. which spans southern Indiana, 
should be completed by the end of 1976, one year ahead of 
schedule. Bowen made the prediction at a news con­ 
ference following a tour of the interstate construction 
project from Lynnville in Warrick County to Indiana 37 
near this Crawford County community. Portions of the 
interstate route already are open, mainly in the Evans­ 
ville area. Bowen said his prediction of the entire higiu 
way being completed by the end of 1976 was contingent 
upon work continuing as planned and on schedule. 


Landgrebe Out Of Hospital 


EAST CHICAGO, Ind. (UPI) - Rep. Earl F. Land­ 
grebe, R-Ind., was released Wednesday from St. 
Catherine Hospital here after eight days of observation 
and treatment of an intestinal disorder. Landgrebe, who 
is campaigning for re-election, returned to his home at 
Valparaiso where his wife, Helen, also is recovering from 
recent spinal disc surgery. Mrs. Landgrebe said it was 
uncertain whether the incumbent congressman would 
return to the campaign trail before the Tuesday election. 
Landgrebe is involved in a tight race with Democrat 
Floyd Fithian.

Move To End Watergate 
By Christmas Holidays

Christmas, and the push is on 
to get the so-far slow-moving 
Watergate conspiracy trial over 
by the holidays. 
Chief trial prosecutor James 
F. Neal said he was “astound­ 
ed” the two sides had been 
able 
to 
get 
together 
on 
something: an agreement to 
shorten the trial by a week. 
Neal 
said 
he 
and 
the 
attorneys for defendants John 
Mitchell, the former attorney 
general, and John Ehrlichman, 
former 
White 
House 
aide, 
agreed to stipulate the records 
of their testimony before the 
grand jury and at the Senate 
Watergate hearings. This elimi­ 
nates the need for testimony by 
court reporters and the grand 
jury foreman. 
“Will we finish by Christ­ 
mas?” presiding Judge John J. 
Sirica asked. 
“We possibly could, depend­ 
ing on another matter we all 
know is hanging fire,” Neal 
said, in an apparent reference 
to whether former President 
Richard M. Nixon is able to 
testify. 
The trial is in its 23rd day, 
and only three witnesses have 
testified. Sirica has not yet 
invoked his pre-trial warning 
that he may hold court on 
Saturdays 
and 
later 
each 
afternoon.. 
Jeb Stuart Magruder, Nixon's 
deputy campaign director, was 
on the stand Wednesday for the 
second day. Most of Magruder’s 
testimony was a repeat of what 
he had said at the Senate 
Watergate hearings June 14, 
1973. But both Assistant Water­ 
gate 
Prosecutor 
Jill 
Wine 
Volner and Plato Cacheris, a. 
lawyer for Mitchell, raised a 
hitherto publicly undisclosed 


subject: whether Magruder had 
used $6,000 in CRP funds for 
himself. 
“Did CRP (Committee to Re­ 
elect 'the President) pay your 
legal fees?” Mrs. Volner asked, 
when Magruder testified he 
decided in April 1973 to co­ 
operate with the prosecutors 
and 
tell 
the 
truth 
about 
Watergate. 
"Eventually they paid some,” 
Magruder said. 
“You withheld some CRP 
money until they did?’’ she 
asked. 
Magruder replied that eventu­ 
ally the money was repaid. 
“Mr. '("Frederick C.) La Rue 


knew you had taken money that 
didn’t belong to you out of 
CRP?” Cacheris asked. 
“Yes, this was money for 
expenses,” Magruder said, add­ 
ing that he had received $6,000 
between November or Decem­ 
ber 1972 and March or April 
1973.

about his statement to the FBI 
April 19, 1973, that since June 
17, 1972, the day of the bugging 
arrests at the Watergate, he 
had “attempted to obtain as 
much money as possible for 
self-preservation.”

The meter was blown, loose, 
but there was no fire. 
Although there appeared to 
be no structural damage to the 


building, officials said they 
wanted to make a. thorough 
check before making a dollar 
estimate of the damage. 
Agents from the U.S. Treas­ 
ury D epartm ent’s Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms Division 
were called in to investigate the 
incident —the latest in a series 
of violent acts linked to a two- 
month protest, against textbooks 
some parents have branded 
anti-God and un-American. 
At 10 p.m. —one hour before 
the blast —a splinter group of a 
special citizens committee re­ 
viewing the controversial books 
had concluded a meeting with 
the school board.

in 
Washington is giving 14-1 odds 
this winter will be colder than 
the last. 
“I noticed that the woolly 
worms are crossing the roads 
already and that they are black 
instead of brown —that is a 
sure sign of a hard winter,” 
said 74-year-old Willie Smith of 
Murphysboro, 111. 
Smith said he learned his 
weather-predicting ways from 
his grandfather, Caleb Matlock, 
who 
had 
lived 
with 
the 
Commanches for several years 
and died in 1906 at the age of 
109. 
The woolly worms, combined 
with heavy moss on trees and 
the early falling of autum n 
leaves, 
leave 
no 
doubt, 
in 
Smith’s mind about the coming 
winter. 
“I’m trying to get together 
enough money to get the hell 
out of this country and go to 
Mexico for the winter where 
it’s warm ,” he said.

moreland, 76, whO' now lives on

The HOOSIER DAY 
By Donald White 


Heaven protect us from over- 
emotional reaction of in­ 
dividuals armed with guns and 
authority when a crisis occurs. 
Constitutional rights seem to 
disappear when a police officer 
is senselessly killed in line of 
every day duty. Don’t get me 
wrong. Like the hanging judge 
of ole, I am all in favor of rapid 
apprehension of the culprit; a 
speedy, fair and impartial trial; 
and immediate execution under 
Indiana’s re-instated death 
penalty for such incidents. 
However, over-reaction has 
been proved not to be effective 
in solving crim es or ap­ 
prehending killers. Seldom is 
there justification for the 
blatant suspension of individual 
rights as was done in a vain 
attempt to solve mass racial 
murders in San Francisco, or to 
apprehend the killer of an 
Indianapolis police officer. 
More than 1,000 uniformed 
men, representing off-duty FBI 
agents, Sheriff’s deputies, and 
off duty City Police displayed a 
frightening array of firearms 
including such things as sawed- 
off shotguns and M-14 rifles. 
Hundreds of homes were 
searched with guns drawn; 
residents intimidated, and the 
people stopped on the street for 
questioning. Thousands of cars 
were stopped, trunks opened 
and searched, and at least one 
protester arrested 
for in- 
terferring. . .all without the 
benefit of search warrants or 
even reasonable suspicions 
The rapid and continual in­ 
crease in crime is a major 
concern to all citizens in the 
nation. One national poll showed 
most citizens would eliminate 
Constitutional rights such as 
freedom from unwarranted 
searches to reduce the crime 
rate. We saw the tragic resultsof 
“no-knock” searches to strike 


at drug abuse when Federal 
Agents in Illinois knocked down 
the doors at the wrong ad­ 
dresses 
intimidating law- 
abiding, innocent citizens. 
All too soon, we seem to for 
get the Nazi storm trooper 
tactics, eliminating crimes of 
disagreeing with the state by 
similar procedures in Italy and 
Germany. 
I had believed we had ex­ 
perienced a change in police 
leadership from the time I was 
told innocent citizens should 
avoid places which might at­ 
tract the lawless element, or be 
subjected 
to 
polide 
harrassment.. .where the policy 
of the Department was an­ 
nounced as trying to prove 
suspects guilty rather than 
innocent. Apparently it takes a 
single shot to revert to old 
practices. 
Ethics 
and 
financial 
disclosure might not be the hot 
issue politicians believed it to 
be, bothering their conscience 
more than the voter. The 
political flood of Watergate 
brought demands for controlled 
cam paign 
financing 
and 
disclosures by public officials 
invading all reasonable bounds 
of the right to privacy. 
The 
Indiana 
General 
Assembly stampeded to pass an 
Ethics Law, requiring ap­ 
pointment of three commissions 
to establish codes disclosures. 
There were deadlines to be 
observed, since forms had to be 
completed early in 1975. The 
Senate and House have failed to 
even appoint such committees. 
Governor Otis Bowen made 
the selection of members to 
serve on the Commission for the 
executive branch of state 
governm ent, and his office 
prepared 
background 
in­ 
formation in anticipation of the 


meetings. 
First problem was to design a 
proposed “code,” hold public 
hearings on the proposal, have it 
checked by the Attorney 
General for legality and form, 
studied and signed by the 
Governor, and filed with the 
Secretary of State. Detailed 
studies were made of similar 
laws and codes from other 
states, and a draft was 
prepared. 
The public hearing, scheduled 
for a State House conference 
room, was changed to the 
spacious House chambers to 
provide for the crowd. One 
member of the “public,” turned 
up, and he was a state employe 
concerned 
with 
“nominal 
courtesies or gratuities.” 
Many firms will pay for 
transportation, hotel, and living 
expenses on trips involving 
problems of concern of both 
business and government. 
Under the proposal, state 
employes in the future would 
file expense vouchers for such 
trips with the state, and the 
business firm would reimburse 
the General fund rather than 
direct payment to the employe. 
Granted, few knew of the 
hearing. Lack of widespread 
publicity showed the disinterest 
of both the public and the media 
in the subject. 
No one has ever proposed 
Doctor Bowen disclose his 
assets or income. Phil Sharp has 
attempted to make failure to 
disclose a campaign issue in the 
Tenth District Congressional 
race without much luck. Yet 
financial success may beat 
Nelson Rockefeller.

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FEA App roves Regulations 
Forcing Oil Price Roll Back

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Federal Energy Administration 
has approved regulations forc­ 
ing oil companies to roll back 
excessive 
price 
hikes 
and 
preventing them from avoiding 
future price ceilings on import­ 
ed crude oil. 
The 
regulations 
establish 
rules on “ transfer prices” paid 
for crude oil between interna­ 
tional affiliates of the same 
company. 
FEA chief John C. Sawhill 
laid a prelim inary government 
lu d it rev ealed th a t U.S. oil 
firms were paying considerably 
more 
for 
oil 
from 
their 
overseas affiliates than on the 
open market, and passing the 
inflated costs on to consumers. 
An FED spokesman said the 
proposed 
regulations 
“would 
add a set of rules to adopt a 
ceiling price on the amount oil 
com.panics could charge each, 
o th er. They would lim it the 
amount foreign affiliates can 
charge U.S. oil companies.” 
There was no estimate of the 
extent of price gouging, but 
FEA general counsel. 'Robert 


Montgomery said, "There are 
definitely some violations.” 
“We do feel there are some 
companies where price reduc­ 
tions 
will 
be 
necessary,” 
Sawhill said. 


The “ transfer pricing” rule 
was 
proposed 
in 
May. 
It. 
becam e final Friday and goes 
into effect today after it is 
published 
in 
the 
Federal 
Register. 


The new policy will be open 
for public com m ent for three 
weeks 
and 
would 
be 
a 
permanent rule 60 days later if 
no revisions are needed. 


In a related development, the 
Center for Science in Pubic 
Interest, 
a group of mostly 
liberal 
scientists 
funded 
by 
public donations, said an FEA 
memo warned that a coal strike 
this winter would cause worse 
energy 
shortages 
than 
last 
year's Arab oil em bargo. 


The United Mine Workers are 
negotiating with the Bituminous 
Coal 
Operators 
Association, 
which mines 70 per cent of the 


nation’s coal. Their contract 
expires Nov. 12, and the UMW 
has 
a 
no-contract, 
no-work, 
policy. 
The 
public 
interest 
group 
blamed 
the 
FEA 
for 
not 
properly alerting the public, 
and released an Oct. 15 memo 
by the FE A ’s coal committee' 
which said “a coal strike would 
produce more severe conditions 
than the oil embargo of last 
winter ... there is no way in 
which all operations dependent 
on coal 
could 
be continued 
during a strike after existing 
stocks are exhausted.” 
Steel production would be cut 
by 25 per cent and the memo 
predicted “serious power short­ 
ages in some areas of the 
country within five weeks.”

WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind - 
Indiana hog producers, plagued 
by only break-even prices at 
best, plan to cut output sharply 
during the next six months. 
State-federal 
agricultural 
statistician s 
at 
Purdue 
U niversity 
report 
that 
farrgwing intentions are for 
195.000 sows to produce litters 
during the next three months. 
This represents a seven percent 
drop from the same quarter of 
1973. 
F urther 
reductions 
are 
planned for the Decem ber- 
February 1975 quarter, when 
180.000 sows are expected to 
farrow, 18 percent fewer than a 
year earlier. 
Two hundred twenty thousand 
sows farrowed on Hoosier farms 
during 
the 
June-August 
quarter. This was a nine per 
cent decline from the year 
earlier quarter. The pig crop of 
1.6 million was down 10 per1 cent. 
There were 4.9 million hogs on 
Indiana farms Sept. 1 — four per 
cent fewer than a year ago 
Breeding stock was off five per 
cent from a year earlier. 
Hog producers in the Corn 
Belt, who account for most of 
the nations’s pork output, also 
plan to cut farrowings sharply.

Ham Buying Tips 


Since 
pork 
supplies 
are 
relatively large now, this is a 
good time to buy ham. Ham is 
available in a variety of cuts 
and can be prepared for either 
plain or fancy eating. It may be 
bought with some, all, or none of 
the skin, fat, and bone removed. 
You may buy a whole ham or 
just a portion (see chart). A 
bone-in whole ham (A, B, C, D, 
& E > may have a center roast or 
center slices (C & D) cut from it, 
with the remainder sold as a 
rump (butt) portion (E) and the 
shank portion (A & B ). The

Ham is meat from the hind leg 
of a pig. It may be bought fresh, 
cured and canned, or cured and 
smoked. A cured ham. is a fresh 
ham that has been treated with 
special curing ingredients — 
prim arily salt, 
sodium 
or 
potassium nitrate and or nitrite 
and sugar — that add flavor and 
develop the typical red color. 
The liquid curing mixture is 
injected into the fresh ham 
before smoking. To be labeled 
“Ham,” the ham must then be 
shrunk back to its fresh weight. 
If the ham is not returned to its 
original weight, it must be 
labeled “ Ham — Water Added,” 
If the added moisture if !*)*> 
than 18 percent, the label* must 


read “ Imitation Ham.” 
A smoked ham has 
been 
subjected to the smoke of a. 
special wood, to give it its 
characteristic flavor. If you buy 
a country style ham ( sometimes 
labeled Smithfield style), it is a 
dry salt cure ham that has been 
smoked slowly and dried for a 
long time. To remove the excess 
salt, this kind of ham is usually 
soaked in water before it is 
cooked. 


Cured hams are available in 
two styles — cook-before-eating, 
or fully cooked.

October Apple Buying Time 


WEST LAFAYETTE. Ind — 
October is N ational Apple 
Month, and the time is well 
selected. For peak of the apple 
harvest season comes in Sep­ 
tember and October. 
This provides homemakers 
with a fresh apple crop in the 
fall. It also makes apple cider a 
popular feature in stores. 
Most homes are not too well 
equipped for storing, of apples 
properly, says John A. Wott, 
Purdue U niversity extension 
home 
environm ent 
hor­ 
ticulturist. Thus, it is often 
better for the homemaker to buy 
fruit in small quantities as 
needed. 
Usually a three-pound bag or 
two (depending on the size of the 
family ) will suffice for a week. 
These small amounts can be 
easily stored in the refrigerator 
for ready use. 
Purchased fruit should have 


firm, crisp flesh and clean, well- 
colored skin, says Wott. Large 
bright-colored apples are more 
a ttra c tiv e , 
but 
generally 
command a higher price. They 
have no more food value than 
the smaller fruit with a duller 
color. 
Consider your planned use of 
the apples before purchase. 
Those going into a pie or salad 
perhaps do not 
need 
the 
“polished” look as much as 
those desired for “out-of-hand” 
easting. 
Whether buying apples or 
picking your own, handle the 
fruit as little as possible, and 
then very gently. Sort the apples 
carefully and remove any that 
are bruised, cut, or show signs 
of decay. 
Individuals who have their 
own fruit trees should make 
every effort to store the best of 
the crop. 
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“ ready-to-serve." This ham 
may be sliced and served cold; 
or if you prefer to serve it hot, 
heat it until your meat, ther­ 
mometer reads 140 degrees. 
Cook-before-eating 
ham s 
should be baked until your meat 
thermometer reads 160 degrees 
F. 
Fresh (uncured) cuts should 
be cooked, to an internal tem­ 
perature of 170 degrees F, 
To bake a ham, place it fat 
side up on a rack in a shallow' 
baking pan. Bake uncovered in 
a 325 degrees F oven. Do not add 
water. Ham slices 
may 
be 
broiled, pan broiled, or fried. 
’ C ured 
ham s • i a r e ,' ■- soft d , 
boneless pieces of m m th e? ¿re 
fully cooked during canning. 
The ham is cured but not 
smoked. Some, but not all, 
canned hams can be stored at 
room temperature. Check the 
label to see if any refrigeration 
is necessary. Refrigerate any 
canned ham after it is opened. 
Cured ham may be stored in 
its original wrapper in the 
refrigerator for 1 to 2 weeks. If 
freezer-wrapped, it may be kept 
frozen 
for 
up to 
60 days. 
However, frozen cured ham 
may lose some of its charac­ 
teristic flavor. A dry salt, cured 
country style ham can be stored 
without refrigeration. 
Remember, don’t judge a 
ham solely on its cost per pound. 
The cost per serving is the best 
way to determine whether it’s a 
good buy. According to the 
National Livestock and Meat. 
Board these are the number of 3- 


*'2 ounce servings per pound in 
the various fully cooked cuts of 
ham; whole ham, bone-in 3-'2; 
whole ham, boneless 5; canned 
ham 5; rump (butt) half, bone- 
in 4; shank half, bone-in 3; 
shank or rump 1 butt) half hams 
boneless 5; rump (butt) portion 
3-4 to 4; shank portion 2-4 to 3; 
(the number of servings from a 
shank or rump end depends on 
the size of center slices removed 
and the weight of the ham ); and 
center slices 5. Simply divide 
the number of servings per 
pound into the cost per pound 
and you’ll have its cost per 
serving. Then you can decide 
which ham is best for you.

Also, check 
window screens and or storm 
windows and doors.

The poinsettia is a short- 
day, long-night plant. It flowers 
about 10 weeks after the length 
of daylight shortens to 11 hours 
or less. Thus, the plant must 
have complete darkness be­ 
tween 5 p.m. and 8 a.m. daily 
from early October until, mid 
December. If the plant is ex­ 
posed to any kind of light during 
the dark hours, flowering will be 
delayed.

Q. We recently received a 25 
pound bag of raw peanuts from, 
the South and find that they 
have small moths in them. What 
should I do to salvage the 
peanuts?

Plant Disease Can 
Carry Over Winter 


WEST LAFAYETTE. Ind - 
Before writing off this growing 
season, remember that plant 
'diseases were with us again this 
year. 
* - 
• 
"T h e se 
d ise a se -c a u sin g 
organisms will not die and go 
away with the approach of 
winter,” says Paul C Pecknold, 
Purdue U niversity extension 
plant pathologist. 
"They will go into hiding and 
wait, patiently for warm, wet 
spring w eather. Then once 
again they may begin their 
disease-causing activities.” 
Like the plants they attack, 
these diseases are usually in a 
dorm ant 
condition 
during 
winter, he explains. But by 
knowing the places that afford 
them, shelter, you can often 
destroy these with fall and 
prevent 
the 
d isease’s 
recurrence. 
Fallen leaves and dead and 
dying twigs and canes are 
among 
the 
m ost 
common 
"w inter 
hom es" 
of 
plant 
diseases, says Pecknold. 
Helpful practices that combat 
the overwintering of diseases 
are to spade under, remove and 
destroy or to compost all plant 
tops along with surrounding 
weeds. 


“Do not compost diseased 
plants, 
how ever,” 
w arns 
Pecknold, "for you could end up 
putting the same disease' back 
into your garden:." Badly 
diseased plants should 
be 
removed and destroyed 
When pruning trees and 
shrubs in fall and early winter, 
cut out and destroy ail dead 
wood and all tissues showing 
evidence of disease. Make sure 
to cut well below the injured, 
area.. 
Finally, be sure your yard and 
garden cleanup includes the 
removal of decayed fruit, nuts 
and other debris as well as 
:allen leaves and twigs. 
Your fall "fatigue duty” 
should make for a cheerful 
spring.

Assistant Agriculture Secre­ 
tary Richard Feltner said in an 
interview the new buying policy 
probably will “not make a big 
difference’* in the currently 
depressed market for live cattle 


since 
government 
purchases 
represent only a small fraction 
of the total market. Rut with 
calf 
slaughter 
running 
far 
above normal levels, Feltner 
said it “makes sense” to offer 
an additional outlet for that 
type of meat and predicted the 
move 
could 
strengthen 
calf 
prices or at least help to stave 
off further declines. 
John C Pierce, head of the 
Livestock 
Division 
in 
theA- 
griculture 
D epartm ent's 
Agricultural Marketing Service, 
explained in another interview 
that the animals made eligible 
for the purchase program are 
not very young veal calves like 
those slaughtered recently in a

In July, G rover city built 
sidewalks. 


With the sidewalks came a 
city law requiring residents to 
move their mailboxes back onto 
their property, urban style. 


The Postal Sendee warned 
that 
any 
homeowners 
who 
complied would not get home 
delivery. 
They 
could 
claim 
their mail at the post office but 
it wouldn’t be put in home 
boxes. 


The city council, taking up 
the challenge, mounted a test 
case, 
ordering 
homes 
on 
Atlantic Avenue to move their 
boxes. 


Sixteen residents complied. 
The 
Postal 
Service 
stopped 
delivery. 


City Attorney Stephen Cool 
filed suit in San Luis Obispo 
County Superior Court, and as 
a case against the 
federal 
government, it was transferred 
Monday to U.S. District court 
in Los Angeles.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
Chinese hope Americans will 
help solve 
the 
nation's oil 
problem by again turning to 
silk. 
Made by the silkworm from 
mulberry leaves, silk is 
a 
renewable source of fiber like 
cotton. “Nylon and the polyes­ 
ter fabrics, which have re­ 
placed silk in the United States 
in the past 35 years are derived 
from petroleum,” 'points out 
Charles Abrams, chairman of 
China Trade Corp. 
Abrams has just received a 
consignment of 60 bolts of fine 
Chinese silks. He believes it is 
the first shipment of silks to 
come directly to the United 
States from China in around 
forty years. 
The silks 
will 
be 
widely 
displayed in textile 
circles.. 
Abrams’ company, in associa­ 
tion with Bertram Turks, a 
textile exporter, will choose a 
designer to make up some 
garments for both women and 
men to exploit the best qualities 
of the fabrics. 
Before 
nylon, 
American 
women by choice wore silk 
stockings and lingerie and silk 
dresses and blouses. Silk was a 
luxury product but reasonably 
enough priced so many ordi­ 
nary folk could wear it on 
occasion. Men wore silk socks, 
pajamas, shirts and neckties. 
Silk sheets, pillowcases and 
'bedspreads 
were 
much 
in 
demand. 
Silk came from China and 
Japan. 
Its 
harvesting 
and 
manufacture were too labor 
intensive for Western econo­ 
mies. Even in Japan, there was 
constant complaint that silk 
mill'labor was slave labor. 
The Sino-Japanese war of the 
1930s 
wrecked 
China’s 
silk 
industry and World War II 
destroyed Japan’s silk exports 
to the West, which once were 
huge. 
“Today China is rebuilding 
her 
silk 
industry 
and 
has 


achieved some 
technological 
brea kthroughs, ’ ’ Abrams sa id... 
“The industry still is labor 
intensive but less so than in the 
past.” Abrams said the most 
remarkable 
breakthrough 
is 
that 
garments 
made 
from 
Chinese woven silks now are 
washable. In the past woven 
silk fabrics had to be dry 
cleaned; 
only 
the 
knitted 
hosiery 
and 
lingerie 
were 
washable. 
When 
Abrams 
washed a blouse made of China 
silk for New York garm ent 
people 
recently, 
they 
were 
astonished. 
Abrams said he is confident 
Americans will welcome back 
Chinese silk. “It will cost, more 
than nylon or polyester fabrics 
but it will have advantages in 
feel and luster,” he said. “It 
won’t have to be mixed with 
cotton to make a cool garment 
as the synthetic fabrics must 
be, and it is capable of a great 
diversity of beautiful weaves 
and textures.” 
Silk was used for making 
parachutes in World. War I 
although nylon is used today. 
Silk is as strong as nylon or 
stronger for many purposes and 
is long lasting. For generations 
it was used for making the 
strongest sewing threads. 


In addition to helping 
to 
conserve 
oil 
by 
replacing 
synthetic fibers to some extent, 
Abrams said silk probably is 
mainland China’s best potential 
product for big scale export to 
the United States. 


“The 
Chinese 
are 
rather 
conservative about foreign 
trad e,” Abrams explained. 
“Only recently have they been 
willing to import anything on 
credit. They are not buying on 
credit in the United States yet. 
So, if we want to sell to them, 
we must buy from, them... Silks 
and 
certain 
Chinese 
food: 
products are what Americans 
will want or need most from 
China 
in 
return 
for 
our 
products.”

defendant, although one was 
made at the time of the plea, of 
guilty was entered. 
The Supreme Court said “this 
court looks with disfavor upon 
the failure to make a transcript 
upon the acceptance of a plea 
of

and. 
sentencing. 
However, in the absence of 


any contention on the part of 
the appellant as to the precise 
manner in which he was misled 
in such a hearing, we cannot 
say that the failure to prepare 
such a transcript is reversible 
error.

U A s the nation com es to grip with 
inflation p ro b le m s, go vernm ent 
regulatio n is ga in in g in c re a se d 
re c o g n itio n a s one part of the 
trouble. 


Many regulations add to the cost 
of doing business. 


Others have the effect of pre­ 
venting m ore efficient b u sin e ss 
practices. That is particularly true 
in transportation. 


Som e regulations have the effect 
of com pelling the waste of energy 
and other resources. 


O ur whole framework of law and 
regulation has been formed during 
eras of surplus, not shortage. The 
depletion of natural resources and 
issu e s centering on costs sim ply 
w e re n ’t taken info account, be­ 
cause they were not significant at 
the time a law or regulation w as 
written. 


It is important,, then, that we sort 
out these regulatory issues and at­ 
tempt to stream line the processes, 
in order that artificial costs w on’t 
be im posed and in order that b u si­ 
n e ss — and c o n su m e rs — will 
have the flexibility to becom e more 
efficient and productive in their 
habits. 


In Indiana, we have begun the 
process of unraveling these issues. 
Several days ago, I submitted a re­ 
port to m em bers of the General A s ­ 
s e m b ly w h ic h re la te d to o u r 
railroad problems. That report also 
called for steps to eliminate out­ 
m oded regulation and to achieve 
the type of balance in our regula­ 
tion of all transportation, Progress 
along these lines will have the ef­ 
fect of taking down barriers to eco­ 
nomic efficiency. It could have the 
fa v o ra b le effect of stim u la tin g 
m odernization and more innovative 
techniques of moving commerce. 
But we c a n ’t overlook the fact 
that many regulatory issues are not 
c le a r-c u t. S o m e re g u la tio n s are 
absolutely necessary. Others are 
desirable. Virtually all law s and 
regulations exist because the peo­ 
ple, or at least som e of the people, 
believed they were needed. 
The sa m e re g u la tio n w h ic h 
cram ps one b usinessm an’s opera­ 
tions p rovide s protection to a n ­ 
other. 
I believe the process of cutting 
back on regulation is a necessary 
goal for the state and the nation. 
W e all should recognize that it will 
be com plicated, and often c o n ­ 
troversial.

home in New Jersey. The Globe 
.said 
the 
insurance

helped pay for it. 
Kennedy 
and 
the 
girl, 
a 
campaign worker in his late 
brother R obert’s 1968 presiden­ 
tial cam paign, left the party 
together. 
He said he was driving to 
their respective motels when he 
took a wrong turn on the dark 
roads 
and 
moments 
later 
careered off the small bridge. 
Miss Kopechne drowned in the 


automobile. Kennedy did not 
report the accident for hours. 
“ As far as I am concerned, 
there’s only one person who 
really knows what happened 
from

beginning

incident to the end and that's 
Edward Kennedy,” said Mrs. 
Redmond. 


“ My friend M ary Jo just 
happened to be in the wrong 
car at the wrong time with the 
wrong people.”

But the recycling industry, 
the big boys who turn scrap 
into re-usable m aterial on a big 
scale, hopes President F ord’s 
recent plugs for recycling will 
turn that around and make it 
worthwhile for everybody. 
Ford, 
in 
his 
anti-inflation 
message, endorsed recycling as 
a concept and said it might be 
possible to lick inflation with 
the co n ten ts of the n a tio n ’s 
trash cans. 
The National Association of 
R ecy c ling 
I n d u stries 
I n c ., 
which represents 700 recycling 
firms, says its “the first time 
in 
recent 
memory 
that 
a 
President has recognized, and 
underscored the im portance of 
expanding the recycling effort 
of the country.” 
M... 
J. 
Mighdoll, 
executive 
vice president of the associa­ 
tion, believes Ford’s goals can 
be brought nearer to realization 
by the passage of two m easures 
now before in Congress. 
One would give companies a 
7 per cent tax incentive for 
using recycled, m aterials. The 
other would direct the Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission to 


investigate and correct cases 
where shippers charge higher 
rates for transporting recycled 
materials 
than 
they do 
for 
virgin substances. 
The Supreme Court recently 
announced that it would hear a 
case later this term involving 
the 
virgin 
versus 
recycled 
materials, issue in, freight rates. 
According to Mighdoll it will 
take a major shift in govern­ 
ment policy to create a market 
for consumer-level recycling., 
As it is now, he says, most 
post-industrial scrap is being 
successfuly recycled. About one 
in every four new spapers is 
recycled, and about one of 
every six aluminum cans. 


To 
m ake 
m ore 
.recycling 
economically feasible, accord­ 
ing to Mighdoll, the government 
will have to switch to a policy 
of buying recycled goods itself 
and of actively encouraging 
private 
industry 
to do 
the 
sam e. 


In 
its 
public 
statem ent 
M ighdoll’s association said 
nothing about another energy- 
saving anti-inflation approach, 
banning returnable cans and 
bottles completely. He said that 
would be “negative or puniti­ 
ve” and would add to consumer 
coste. It would also, of course, 
butt into the recycling indus­ 
try's business.
